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NIGEL Adkins has laid out a 
grand vision for Saints on their 
return to the top flight, declaring 
he wants the side to challenge 
for Europe and eventually win 
the Premier League title. 

The club begin their preparations 
for the new campaign this evening 
when their pre-season programme 
kicks-off with the Markus Liebherr 
Memorial Cup at St Mary’s. 

Speaking ahead of the tournament, 
which honours Saints’ late owner, 
Adkins, pictured, made some aston¬ 


ishingly bold predictions, vowing 
that the team will soon become a 
major force in English football. 

“It’s a very positive future ahead,” 
said the manager, who has guided the 
club to back-to-back promotions fol¬ 
lowing his arrival in September 2010. 

“Nicola Cortese (the chairman) set 
the dream out and the vision to me to 
be in the Premier League within five 
years. 

“Since he has been here, they’ve 
done it in three with back-to-back 
promotions and we’re very, very 
ambitious.

“What we’ve got to do is 
make sure we’re ambitious in 
the Premier League and not 
just go there and think ‘oh, 
well if we can just get 
enough points to stay up then 
that will be successful’. 
“We’ve got to drive on, strive 
to be the best, and Europe is 
obviously the goal. 

“We can draw inspiration 
from Norwich and Swansea 
last season in how they 
acquitted themselves. 
“Southampton Football Club 
ultimately have got to be in 
the division to get into 
Europe and ultimately have 
the dream of winning the 
division.” 

Adkins’ words are not 
exactly in tune with the 
standard softly-softly 
approach taken by many 
newly-promoted clubs. 

But he is clearly confi¬ 
dent Saints can continue 
to build on the success 
that they have already 
enjoyed under his leader¬ 
ship. 

And he is not ruling out the 
team making a charge for the 
top six straight away. 

When asked if Europe was a 
realistic target this season, 
the Saints boss added: “Well, 
that is the vision and the 
dream you have to strive to 
keep improving for. 

“The training facilities have 
improved and are improving. 
The stadium has improved 
and will keep improving. The 
standard of the players has 
improved and will keep 
improving. 

“The ambition is very, very 
high. You have to be realistic 
as well, but you’ve got to 
reach for the top.”

It would be hard to not feel sorry 
for them, had they not avoided pay¬ 
ing tens of millions of tax payers’ 
money and then trying to carry on 
as if nothing had happened. 

It should have been Portsmouth, it 
ended up being Rangers, but a “big 
club” had to pay the price for their 
financial recklessness. 

A message has to be sent out to all 
football clubs that they have to run 
as a business not some toy or hobby.

WHERE now for Arsenal strik¬ 
er Robin van Persie? 

His decision not to renew his con¬ 
tract at the Emirates Stadium does¬ 
n’t bode well for the club, Arsene 
Wenger, or the supporters. 

He will surely not be leading the 
line for the club in the upcoming sea¬ 
son now. 

His meeting with chief executive 
Ivan Gazidis and manager Wenger 
failed to convince the Dutch interna¬ 
tional and PFA player of the year 
that his future remains with the 
Gunners. 

He may well point to the departure 
of Gael Clichy and Samir Nasri, 
whose moves to Manchester City 
this time last year brought them 
both a Premier League medal and, 
along with Cesc Fabregas leaving 
for Barcelona, ripped apart a team 
that Wenger was trying to build. 

Many believe that Arsenal have 
become a selling club, something 
forced on them by a very strict bud¬ 
get. 

Wenger’s statement that they 
want to keep van Persie at all costs 
has fallen on deaf ears. 

According to the player, financial 
terms hadn’t been discussed at the 
meeting, so it must have been the 
disappointment of failing to win a 
single trophy in the last seven years 
that prompted his decision. 

Van Persie had a sensational last 
season, scoring 30 goals in 38 league 
appearances, and a total of 41 in 53 
games. 

So, how do you compensate for his 
absence, if indeed van Persie moves? 

It was the Dutch striker’s goals 
that drove Arsenal to a Champions 
League place, and it is goals that 
change games and also managerial 
careers. 

Just think and reflect on 
Manchester City’s season and you 
have to ask would Roberto Mancini, 
City’s manager, still be waving his 
new five-year contract at the Etihad 
Stadium if Sergio Aguero’s goal 
three minutes into stoppage time 
against QPR had been missed? 

Would he even still be City manag¬ 
er now? 

Goalscorers are essential to any 
club’s success, and when I look back 
on my career I was blessed with so 
much good fortune to have some 
outstanding finishers in front of me. 

The first was Derek Reeves, whose 
145 league goals in 273 appearances, 
aligned with George O’Brien’s 154 in 
244 games, proved instrumental in 
winning the third division champi¬ 
onship in the 1959/60 season. 

Derek still holds the club record of 
39 league goals in a single season. 

It didn’t stop there, either. 

Martin Chivers was next in line, 
and his contribution was immense, 
scoring 96 goals in 174 appearances 
during his spell with the club, 
between 1962 and 1968. 

He also scored a brilliant. 30 goals 
in 39 games in the 1965/66 season to 
seal promotion into the first divi¬ 
sion. 

Our survival in the top flight was 
down to one man - Ron Davies. 

As a team, we were struggling to 
come to terms with the jump in 
class, but it was because of the 
Welsh international’s 37 goals in 41 
league matches - a tally which was 
to lead the scoring charts that sea¬ 


son, ahead of West Ham and j 
England’s Geoff Hurst-that D* , 
eventually saw us miss the « i 

drop by one point. _ \ 

It was also about this time 
that a young lad from 
Orcheston, near 

Salisbury, began to 
make a name for him¬ 
self. 



Mick Channon, pictured 
above, continued the goalscor¬ 
ing reputation that the club had 
become well known for. 

Over the next few years, 
he amassed 602 
games in total, 
with a return of 
228 goals 
before play¬ 


ing his last game, versus Arsenal 
away, on May 15,1982. 

Goalscorers are precious - that’s 
why they cost so much in the trans¬ 
fer market. 

Wenger, who has faced many chal¬ 
lenges in his time at Arsenal, will 
have experienced few bigger prob¬ 
lems than the one that has landed at 
his door now. 


It has been a struggle for the team 
to win silverware, even with van 
Persie’s devastating finishing, so 
without him the future at Arsenal 
looks bleak. 

The Gunners, with their passing 
game, always preferred to play with 
one out-and-out striker, but just 
recently we’ve seen in Europe a 
change in format. 

The Spanish side which won Euro 
2012 opted to play without a tradi¬ 
tional front man and, to a lesser 
degree, Barcelona at club level 
enjoy playing Lionel Messi in deep¬ 
er roles, where he still finds the net 
on a regular basis. 

There are already certain disciples 
within the English game who have 
taken up the mantle and moved 
away from what might be described 
as the traditional English way. 

Brendan Rodgers, the new 
Liverpool manager, is one of those 
who endorses a passing game, hav¬ 
ing built Swansea into a free-flow¬ 
ing, short-passing side during his 
time in Wales. 

Recent comments from the man¬ 
ager suggest that Andy Carroll may 
be surplus to requirements at 
Anfield. 

But it seems a little premature for 
Rodgers to have already made up 
his mind that the England striker 
will be allowed to move on. 

In defence of Carroll, I never 
believed that last season he received 
the kind of service that a player of 
his stature requires. 

And, whatever Rodgers’ football 
philosophy is, in the English game 
he will still need a prolific scorer if 
he is to turn Liverpool into the force 
they once were. 

His changes in Liverpool’s style of 
play may reflect on who joins the 
club in the close-season. 

Roma striker Fabio Borini, who 
Rodgers worked with while he was a 
coach at Chelsea’s youth academy 
and who he also took on loan at 
Swansea, is expected to become his 
first signing. 

The indications here again are 
that Rodgers doesn’t relish the old- 
fashioned style of centre forward 
that may be proficient in the air, but 
is lacking touch and feel on the 
ground.

ROGER Federer the greatest 
ever? 

Surely there is no argument 
now. 

The Swiss maestro got his 
hands on a remarkable 17th 
Grand Slam trophy of an 
amazing career at 
Wimbledon, moved back to 
world number one and, once 
and for all, must have ended 
all doubt over his place in the 
pantheon of tennis legends. 

For Adam Rant it was the 
rankings achievement which 
received less publicity, but 
was actually the more stun¬ 
ning. 

It’s true that very few play¬ 
ers win major titles after they 
turn 30, but even less play 
consistently enough to be 
ranked as the best player in 
the world. 

The rankings points are 
accumulated over a rolling 
52-week period, which means 
you have to have had a very 
consistent year - not just a 
fortnight - to get to that level. 

What Federer has proved by 
climbing back is that actually 
he is not just capable of win¬ 
ning the odd Grand Slam 
still. 

Most thought his raw talent 
meant he might be able to do 
that. 

But few thought he could 
ever be consistent enough 
over such a long period of 
time to get to world number 
one again. 

That is truly incredible. 

Actually, as somebody 
almost exactly the same age 
as Federer and not wanting to 
feel past it yet either, Adam 
Rant would like to point out 
that the 1981ers actually won 
the men’s singles, the 
women’s singles, the women’s 
doubles and the men’s dou¬ 
bles. 

The mixed doubles team 
were actually born substan¬ 
tially earlier than that. 

As for the final itself, and a 
certain Andy Murray, you 
have to ask whether the Scot 


will ever have 
a better 
chance of win¬ 
ning a Grand 
Slam final. 

Federer, of 
course, was . 

gracious in vic¬ 
tory and said he 
believed Murray 
would win one - 
but then he said 
that on the two 
previous occasions he 
beat him in a Grand 
Slam final too. 

That Tim Henman 
was clutching at 
straws afterwards, 
claiming that the fact 
Murray won a first set in 
a Grand Slam final - that’s 
now 12 sets lost and one 
won - is perhaps an indi¬ 
cation of how desperate 
his supporters felt. 

Make no mistake, that 
title was Murray’s for the 
taking. 

It was there for him to win. 

Had he have won the second 
set, as really he should have 
done, then it was very hard to 
see even the magnificent 
Federer coming back. 

But once Murray lost the 
second set and the roof 
closed, there was only going 
to be one 
winner. 

If there is 
a debate 
over 

whether Federer is the great¬ 
est player of all-time, there 
can be no debate on his posi¬ 
tion as the greatest indoor 
player of all-time. 

The question is a genuine 
one as to whether Murray 
will actually ever win one 
Grand Slam, though? 

He won’t get an easier pas¬ 
sage surely - a series of 
winnable games through to a 
final where he faces a 30- 
year-old who makes an 
incredible number of 
unforced errors. 

Federer, on the other hand,

At 25, time is

Now Kev Dawtry hopes the return 
of Chris Marwood to Little 
Testwood Farm means Totton &

By partnering targetman 
Marwood with exciting teenage 
prospect Craig Feeney, who top- 
scored for the Millers with 23 
Wessex goals last term, Dawtry is 
angling for a potent strike combina¬ 
tion capable of lifting the club out of 
mid-table mediocrity. 

Having banged in 19 goals in 19 
Wessex appearances for T&E last 
season, Marwood switched camps 
to Lymington Town a year ago, but 
the move never really worked out. 

He missed the start of the cam¬ 
paign injured and managed just 11 
Sydenhams appearances, scoring 
six goals. 

Now Marwood, whose impressive 
form for the Millers earned him a 
crack at Southern League football 
with neighbours AFC Totton in 
2010/11, has become the latest play¬ 
er to return to the T&E ranks from 
Lymington, joining Adam Lowther, 
Mark Lloyd and Danny Steer back 
in the fold. 

“The season before last Chris 
scored between 25 and 30 goals for us 
in all competitions and I’m hoping 
that if we put him with young Craig 
Feeney they will be quite potent 
together up front,” said Dawtry. 

“Both of them get goals in differ¬ 
ent ways, so they should work well 
together.

“Last year we played one centre 
forward and two wingers and I 
think we could improve on that.” 

Feeney, 19, ended last season with 
Gosport Borough, helping them 
gain promotion to the Southern 
Premier Division. 

But although the ex-Fawley 
youngster has re-signed for Alex 
Pike’s men, Dawtry is adamant he 
will be a Millers player next term. 

Albeit that Feeney did benefit 
from playing alongside the likes of 


Gosport’s Steve Claridge and Justin 
Bennett, the feeling in the T&E 
camp is that he still has some learn¬ 
ing to do. And the best way to 
achieve that, insists the boss, would 
be another season in the Wessex. 

“It’s noticeable in training that 
Craig looks stronger and sharper 
and he’s all the better for the 
Gosport experience,” said Dawtry. 
“But he needs to learn a bit more 
and he’ll be starting here with us 
next season.” 

And if, as Dawtry hopes, Totton 
are able to compete with the 
Sydenhams big guns next season, 
there is every likelihood that 
Feeney will stay for the entire cam¬ 
paign. 

“We’ve got a decent squad and if 
we do the right things, I wouldn’t let 
Craig go,” he said. “You can’t pre¬ 
dict who’s going to win the league 
because you don’t know who people 
have signed, but I’d like to think 
we’d finish a lot higher than 11th 
last season. 

“I see no reason for Craig to go 
anywhere unless we’re having a 
mid-table season. If come March 
time we’re not doing a lot, then we 
might let him get experience else¬ 


where, but I’m hoping that’s not the 
case. 

“We’ve now got Marwood, 
Lowther, Lloyd and Steer all back 
from Lymington and there’s a lot 
more focus in terms of football for 
this coming season. 

“Last year we had no chairman 
and we were all in it together. 

“But now we do have a chairman 
(Ed Holmes) and the club has sorted 
itself out behind the scenes. It 
means the likes of myself and 
(coach) Jo Tessem can concentrate 
solely on football rather than wor¬ 
rying if the referee gets a cup of tea 
or if the gate’s open! 

“Andy Tipp is now back at the 
club as manager of football and 
we’ve got (assistant manager) Chris 
Tona too, so we’re well covered on 
the football side and the attitude of 
the players is a lot more focused.” 

The only slight fly in the ointment 
for T&E is that it looks as if both 
Marwood and Feeney are unavail¬ 
able for the first game of the season. 
Feeney has a holiday booked and 
Marwood has tickets for the 
Olympic football tournament. 

“We might have to do a Spain and 
play without a striker!” said 
Dawtry. 


Millers land Steve 
Mowthorpe - 
another to follow? 

TOTTON & Eling are unsure if ex-Saints 
academy goalkeeper Steve Mowthorpe 
will be with them next season - but his 
dad most certainly will. 

Steve Mowthorpe Senior has been 
recruited as goalkeeping coach at Little 
Testwood Farm and is already passing on 
the benefit of his experience to new 
arrival Tony Harrop from Gosport 
Borough. 

Mowthorpe Junior, pictured below, was 
a revelation for the Millers last season on 
loan from Saints. 

But, having been released from St 
Mary’s at the end of his scholarship, the 
18-year-old is keen to pursue his profes¬ 
sional dream elsewhere - or play 
Conference football at the very least.

asked him if he’d be interested in signing 
for us. 

“One thing Tony did say was that he 
would like to have some goalkeeping 
coaching and when I mentioned that to 
Steve Mowthorpe (Junior) he said ‘my dad 
can do that.’ 

“Steve’s dad played semi-professionally 
and he’s put on some great sessions here. 

“At one stage in training it looked as if 
the goalkeepers were working harder than 
the outfield players! 

“Young Steve has also been doing a bit 
of coaching for us and he may well sign 
as cover, it just depends who he signs 
for.” 

The Millers, meanwhile, have scrapped 
their reserve side. 

Last season they signed up for the inau¬ 
gural Wyvern Combination League, finish¬ 
ing third to bottom in Division One West. 

But Dawtry admitted: “It was of no ben¬ 
efit to us whatsoever in terms of produc¬ 
ing players. 

“We didn’t use any of our reserves in the 
first team last year and paying for travel to 
the Isle of Wight etc was a financial bur¬ 
den on a club without much money. 

“Until such times as we can finance a 
reserve side properly, we’re going to go 
with the youth team and sign on a decent 
sized first-team squad of 20 or 22. 

“Even if we get knocked out of every 
cup in the first round, we’ve got a mini¬ 
mum of 45 first-team fixtures, so all the 
players will get games.” 

With Blackfield & Langley replacing 
Totton & Eling, the Wyvern One West will 
again run with 11 teams next season.

Baird Ads another signing 


MOSES Ademola became the 
ninth player to touch down in 
Eastleigh’s summer arrivals’ 
lounge this week. 

But manager Ian Baird is still one, 
or possibly two, players short of his 
dream squad for next season. 

Ideally he would like to make 
another midfield addition but, in 
order to take his signings into dou¬ 
ble figures , he needs to move one or 
two players on. 

Midfielders Danny Smith and 
Chris Flood were both transfer-list¬ 
ed at the start of the close season 
but, as yet, there is no sign of either 
finding a new club. 

“We’ve had some tentative 
enquiries for Chris and Danny from 
clubs in lower leagues and I’ve 
passed on their numbers to the play¬ 
ers but, as yet, nothing has hap¬ 
pened,” said Baird. 

“In my opinion we need one, or 
possibly two, more signings to com¬ 
plete the squad, but I’m aware of the 
financial situation and when I spoke 
to (club owner) Stewart Donald, he 
said we’d need to get one or maybe 
two players out.” 

Ademola, a striker/right winger 
signed from Blue Square Bet South 
champions Woking, joins Marvin 
Williams, Osei Sankofa, Glen 
Southam, Dale Binns, Jai Reason, 
Jack Dovey, Craig McAllister and 
Wayne Shaw in pinning his colours 
to Eastleigh’s promotion-seeking 
mast. 

The 22-year-old, a former 
Brentford professional and finalist 
in Sky TV’s Football Icon 2, scored 
21 goals in 71 league appearances 
over two-and-a-half seasons with 
Woking. 

“I’ve very, very pleased as he is a 
good age with a proven goal scoring 
record,” said Baird. “When we’ve 
played against him over the years, 
he has been a thorn in our side and 
will be a super addition to the 
squad. 

“I’m fully aware of the expectation

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for next season - I’ve been aware of 
it for months. But Stewart and the 
board have backed me 100 per cent 
and given me the tools which are 
hopefully the right ones for the job. 

“The players should gain confi¬ 
dence looking around in training 
and seeing who’s around them and 
they should be thirsty and very hun¬ 
gry to deliver what we want to 
achieve.” 

Eastleigh begin their pre-season 
games at Poole Town next Thursday 
(July 19, 7.45pm) before travelling to 
league rivals Sutton United on 
Saturday. 

Compared to some clubs, it’s a late 
start, but Baird said: “I’ve deliber¬ 
ately gone for a five-and-a-half to six 
week pre-season. 

“Some clubs have already played 
games, but I don’t get that. 

“When I was a player, pre-season 
was always five weeks because if it’s 
any longer you get bored playing 
games that don’t mean anything. 

“These days players don’t come 
back two stone overweight and have 
to be run hard to get the weight off. 
We’ve been back for training three 
times and had two double sessions, 
so we’ve caught up in any case. 

“I think we’ve got everything 
right, including the quality of the 
opposition for pre-season.” 

Eastleigh’s first home friendly is a 
challenging test against League One 
new boys Crewe Alexandra on 
Tuesday, July 24 (7.45pm). Prices for 
that game are £12 adults, £7.50 
senior citizens and students, £4 
under-16s and free for under-7s.

ROGER Federer 

hopes winning 

Wimbledon for a 
record-tying seventh 
time can be the cata¬ 
lyst for the most suc¬ 
cessful summer of 
his career. 

The legendary Swiss ace 
headed away for a short 
holiday this week with wife 
Mirka and their twin 
daughters, Myla Rose and 
Charlene Riva, writes 
JOHN SKILBECK. 

But in the next few days 
he will be hitting the prac¬ 
tice courts to prepare for 
the Olympics. 

The US Open follows 
three weeks after London 
2012 and, having banished a 
two-and-half-year barren 
run in grand slams, 
Federer is looking to 
replenish the trophy cabi¬ 
net. 

The mere fact the 
Olympics are being held at 
Wimbledon is a source of 
inspiration to the 30-year- 
old. 

Despite having a doubles 
gold medal - won in Beijing 
four years ago - Federer 
has surprisingly not had a 
podium placing in the sin¬ 
gles after three attempts. 

He will be back at 
Wimbledon in Swiss 
colours later this month 
aiming to put that right. 

And London 2012 entered 
his mind immediately after 
finishing off Andy Murray 
in four sets last weekend. 

“At first you think, let’s 
start the Olympics tomor¬ 
row,” Federer said. 

“But then you realise that 
you need to come down and 
need to recover. 

“My physiotherapist trav¬ 
els with me for 90 days a 
year. 

“I told him that we must 
make sure everything is 
possible, so I can play at my 
best at Wimbledon, the 
Olympics and the US Open. 

“The start has worked out 
perfectly, and clearly such 
a victory brings me much 
motivation and satisfac¬ 
tion.” 

Now level with his child¬ 
hood hero Pete Sampras 
and William Renshaw, 
whose seven Wimbledon 
titles came in the 1880s, 
Federer’s mid-season 
report on the state of his 
game suggests few prob-

lems. 

He is back to number one 
in the world rankings for 
the first time since the 2010 
French Open and —

Asked whether 
he feels a better

incredible confidence that 
you do pull triggers and 
you pull off shots that 
maybe today I don’t. 


“I know how hard it is to 
pull off those great shots 
and I know how easy it is to 
miss, so I’m more aware of 
these things. 

“But I'm so 
happy I'm at the 
age I am right 
now, because I 
had such a 
great run and I 
know there's 
still more possi¬ 
ble. 

“To enjoy it 

- right now, it’s 

very different than when I 
was 20 or 25. I’m at a much 
more stable place in my life. 
I wouldn’t want anything to 


change.” 

Last weekend’s triumph 
was made all the more 
enjoyable for Federer by 
the fact his two-year-old 
daughters were on hand for 
the first time to watch him 
land a grand slam. 

There was high praise for 
Federer from an emotional 
Murray, who has now lost 
his first four grand slam 
finals, three to the man 
from Basle. 

Murray likened Federer 
to Brazilian football great 
Pele. 

“It's nice to be compared 
to other sporting greats,” 
Federer said. 

“I want to leave the game 
better off than when I came 
into this great game, which 
was already unbelievable 
with the great rivalries we 
had: Becker-Edberg, 

Courier and Agassi and 
Sampras. 

“I drew a lot of inspira¬ 
tions from other great ath¬ 
letes in other sports. 

“Maybe (Michael) Jordan, 
Tiger Woods, Valentino 
Rossi. 

“They inspire me to keep 
on pushing further, not just 
being happy with world 
number one or being happy 
with a grand slam title, but 
maybe to reach for more. 

“Obviously I have to drive 
myself. But you sometimes 
do need to see someone else 
do it for a long time so that 
you feel it is actually possi¬ 
ble.” 

To that end, Federer had 
seen Rafael Nadal and 
Novak Djokovic monopo¬ 
lise the grand slams for a 
disconcertingly extended 
spell and coming to London 
wanted his own slice of the 
action. 

Inspired by the two men 
who were threatening to 
cut him out of the rivalry at 
the highest level of the 
game, in perhaps its great¬ 
est era, the man we can 
now safely call its finest 
exponent is plainly hungry 
for more success. 

His semi-final victory 
over Djokovic was as 
remarkable as it was unex¬ 
pected. Against Murray he 
stayed calm amid an early 
storm, before class and 
experience told. 

An Indian summer? 
Maybe. It would be a partic¬ 
ularly special summer for 
Federer should he make it a 
golden one.

THE Olympics are an experi¬ 
ence that you will cherish for 
the rest of your life. 

Those are the words of 
Hampshire’s Harry Jackson - and 
he is a man who should know. 

The 71-year-old track cyclist is a 
veteran of two Olympic Games, hav¬ 
ing competed at Tokyo 1964 and 
Mexico City 1968. 

Jackson, who has lived in 
Fareham since he was five-years- 
old, is also a Commonwealth Games 
medallist, having won individual 
pursuit bronze in Perth in 1962. 

For over 30 years now, he has 
coached cycling at the Calshot 
Activities Centre. 

This summer, his sharp eyes will 
be cast over another velodrome - the 
brand new one in London’s sprawl¬ 
ing Olympic Park, where Great 
Britain’s current track stars will be 
in action. 

“It’s an experience that you cher¬ 
ish for the rest of your life,” Jackson 
said of the opportunity to compete 
for your country at the Games. 

“I took a lot of pride in it.” 

Jackson will be attending the track 
cycling at London 2012, having been 
offered the chance, as a former 
Olympian, to buy two tickets. 

And he will watch a British unit 
that has developed into the sport’s 
modern day superpower. 

“It’s a very good team,” he said. “If 
they’re not top of the cycling medal 
board I will be surprised.” 
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With 44 years having now passed 
since Jackson donned the British 
colours at an Olympics, he admits 
that the sport has moved on vastly. 

“It’s a professional organisation 
now,” he said. “The change has been 
both in the management and the 
amount of money that’s available. 

“It must be for at least ten years 
now that none of the top riders have 
had to go to work. 

“People like Bradley Wiggins and 
Mark Cavendish don’t need money 
from the lottery funding any more. 

“But it certainly meant that years 
ago they didn’t have to work. They 
were given enough money that they 
didn’t have to have a job.” 

Jackson was not in such a position, 
though. He had to combine his love 
of cycling with work. 

A civil engineer by profession, he 
started off as an articled pupil to the 
borough engineer in Southampton. 

“I rode all the time to and from 
work, and right through my cycle 
racing career and beyond,” 
explained Jackson, who went on to 
retire as the chief engineer for the 
city council. 

“Looking back now, that training - 
morning and evening - which I did¬ 
n’t count as training, was actually a 
superb basis. 

“The ride to work was always 
intense, to get there on time, and of 
course it’s hilly the old road from 
Fareham to Southampton.” 

Having taken up cycling in his 
early teens, it became clear Jackson 
had a natural talent for the sport. 

“I don’t know what it was, but it 
fascinated me,” he said. “I found 
that I could ride long distances, and 
ride quickly, quite easily. It didn’t 
come as a hard effort to me.” 



Jackson’s international cycling 
career began in 1961, a year before 
he was picked to travel to Australia 
for the Commonwealth Games. 

A 21-year-old Jackson secured a 
bronze in the individual pursuit, but 
it was not the result he wanted. 

“In retrospect it was a bit disap¬ 
pointing,” he said. “I did actually 
underperform. 


“I had actually over-trained. 

“Way back in those days, there 
were none of the modern gizmos like 
heart monitors. 

“So when you felt you weren’t 
going very well, the natural instinct 
was to go out and try harder, where¬ 
as what really should have hap¬ 
pened is you should have had a rest, 
and I think I trained too hard.” 


Further disappointment was to fol¬ 
low two years later, at the Tokyo 
Olympics, this time in the team pur¬ 
suit. 

“Unfortunately, Hughie Porter, 
who was certainly our strongest 
rider, had flu very badly in Japan 
and couldn’t compete,” recalled 
Jackson. “Then one of the riders 
touched a wheel and crashed, so in

HAMPSHIRE cyclists Andy 
Hargroves and Jon Dibben are 
hoping to follow in Harry 
Jackson’s footsteps by compet¬ 
ing for Great Britain at an 
Olympic Games, writes JACK 
CLARKE. 

The duo are among the top 
track and road riders at youth 
level in the UK, and both are tar¬ 
geting Rio 2016. 

Totton’s Dibben is already a 
member of the Junior British 
Cycling Olympic development 
programme. 

The 18-year-old said: “2016 is 
my personal target, and to have a 
gold medal around my neck.” 

In order to achieve his goal, 
Dibben is aiming to continue pro¬ 
gressing though the talent pro¬ 
gramme. 

“The programme is constantly 
keeping us improving,” he said. 

“We attend many training 
camps. In fact, we have just 
come back from a challenging 
but inspirational one. 

“I have a great coach, Matt 
Winston, who is the ODP coach 


for everyone at GB, so he sees 
the current GB squad in 
Manchester all the time.” 

Dibben added: “Everyone who 
cycles wants to be on this GB 
programme. 

“Thankfully, I am one of the 
lucky seven lads who are on at 
the moment. 

“I feel extremely privileged”. 

Dibben, who has already repre¬ 
sented Great Britain in the 
European Under-23 Track 
Championships in Portugal this 
year, fell in love with cycling at 
Calshot Activities Centre. 

“What made it great was the 
track at Calshot is 100m shorter, 
so everything was quicker, faster 
and more exciting,” he said. 

“I am a real adrenaline junkie, 
so it was the speed at which I 
travelled around Calshot that 
gripped me.” 

Hargroves is a Marchwood- 
based road and cyclo-cross rider, 
who is also hoping to also realise 
the Olympic dream in four years’ 
time. 

He grew up with the sport, as 


his family own a chain of bike 
shops up and down the UK. 

“I suppose I just fell for the 
sport as I was constantly around 
bikes all day,” he said. 

“Then four years ago I started 
cycling and haven’t looked back 
since.” 

Hargroves’ achievements 
include a bronze at the Junior 
Madison Championships in 2010. 

He rates current men’s individ¬ 
ual pursuit Olympic champion 
Bradley Wiggins as one of his 
main inspirations and role mod¬ 
els. 

“Wiggins has done everything 
really, from converting himself to 
riding the road to winning an 
Olympic gold on the track,” said 
Hargroves. “It is really nice to see 
a rider being able to be an all- 
rounder doing everything so suc¬ 
cessfully.” 

Hargroves admits representing 
Great Britain means so much to 
him. 

“Putting on the GB kit just 
makes everything so worth it,” he 
said. 


the qualifying round we crashed 
and finished ninth. 

“It was all a bit of a disappoint¬ 
ment, particularly after the world 
championships, in Paris, which had 
been in the August, and the Olympic 
Games were in October. 

“We had been fourth in the world 
championships and we had stayed 
together and trained together and 


we definitely thought we had a fight¬ 
ing chance of a medal. 

“Then, what with Hughie not 
being well and the crash in the qual¬ 
ifying round, it took the gloss off it.” 

Four years later, Jackson would 
have another shot at the Olympics, 
but Mexico City proved a struggle 
for the British team. 

“Thinking back to ’68, we just 


weren’t good enough,” he said. 

“It was at a time when a lot of the 
countries that were big in cycling 
were really big in cycling. 

“We were still very amateur. All 
the riders were amateur and I think 
that we just didn’t have the legs to 
compete. 

“It was disappointing again. We 
didn’t qualify. I think we came 13th 


“It was the time when the Eastern 
Bloc countries were still pouring a 
lot of money into sport, East 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, Poland. 

“Most of the Iron Curtain country 
riders were in the armed forces, but 
they never put a uniform on or car¬ 
ried a rifle. 

“They were sportsmen through 
and through.” 

But, like Tokyo, Jackson retains 
some fantastic memories of his time 
in Mexico. 

“It was interesting,” he said. “We 
always felt as cyclists we were quite 
privileged, because we would ride 
out of the village on our road bikes 
and see the swimmers stood at the 
bus stop waiting for the bus. 

“All they would see of whatever 
city they were in would be the bus 
ride from the village to the swim¬ 
ming pool and back. 

“In Mexico, the cycle track was 
about 18 miles from the village and 
we used to just ride across to the 
track. 

“So we would ride through Mexico 
City and follow our noses. We’d find 
our way there one way or another. 

“We had a map, but you just used 
your sense of direction. 

“Mexico City, although it’s at 7,500 
feet, it’s in a hollow. There’s moun¬ 
tains all around it. 

“We went out after the competi¬ 
tion for a longish ride one day, and 
climbed up over the hills, which are 
about 10,500 feet to get out. 

“When we came back in over the 
ridge, there was a big black cloud 
over Mexico City below us, with 
lightning going across it. 

“It’s one of the most fantastic nat¬ 
ural phenomena I’ve seen. 

“We sat at the side of the road in 
the sunshine and watched it, then it 
just melted away.” 

Jackson’s international career 
soon dissipated too, taking a break 
for a year in 1970, when he got mar¬ 
ried, before mainly racing locally 
until 1974. 

He has been a stalwart of the 
Hampshire cycling circuit through¬ 
out his life, coaching at Calshot 
since its track opened in the early 
‘70s. 

“I don’t regard it as work,” said 
Jackson, smiling. “Apart from the 
year they were refurbishing the cen¬ 
tre (1996/97), I’ve instructed evening 
coaching sessions one day a week 
through the winter. 

“It’s very enjoyable. You keep 
abreast of what’s going on locally 
with riders.” 

And Jackson has come across 
plenty of talented young cyclists in 
his time at Calshot. 

“People like (double world cham¬ 
pion and current Team GB member) 
Dani King she’s been here, but she’s 
grown out of coming to Calshot,” he 
said. 

“The only notable rider that was 
grass roots born here was a guy 
from Chandlers Ford, Shaun 
Wallace. He came with his school 
when he was 12 or 13 and decided 
cycling was his sport, and he won 
world championship and Olympic 
medals on the track. 

“But he is the only rider I know of 
where Calshot was the catalyst. 

“But many of our international 
riders have, at some stage, come to 
Calshot.” 

Wallace, born in Christchurch in 
Dorset, rode at two summer 
Olympics - Los Angeles in 1984 and 
again in America in Atlanta 12 years 
later.

University degree in Sports Science 
and Coaching. I have one more assign¬ 
ment which was due in this week. 

Part of me thought it was way too 
close to the Games to be studying, but 
it’s actually been really good for me 
mentally to think about something 
else. 

It means I can train hard during the 
day and come home in the evening and 
get my head stuck into my books. 

It is a healthy distraction. 

I love climbing and surfing, but I 
obviously can’t do either of those at the 
moment, so it’s good to have something 
to keep my mind off hockey and still 
rest physically, which is really impor¬ 
tant. 

It was so hard watching from the side¬ 
lines while my shoulder was injured, 
but I’ve been back training with the 
team for two weeks, which has just 
been so amazing. 

There is nothing quite like playing 
hockey for me. 

My shoulder feels really strong. It’s 
got padding around it when I’m playing 
at the moment, but that is only to make 
sure that by the time the Games come 
around it will be 100 per cent ready to 
go.

great way of getting the British 
public more involved with sport. 

He said: “The whole thing 
about the Olympic Games, at 
least for me, is to inspire anoth¬ 
er generation. 

“The presentation of the 
Games is a fantastic spectacle 
for two-and-a-half weeks that 
the whole country and the 
whole world can enjoy. 

“But the really big opportuni¬ 
ty in having an Olympic Games 
is the fact you can introduce 
sport back into people’s lives.

you have got the right kind of 
infrastructure and team around 
you to ease that kind of stress.” 

Despite his success in Moscow 
and Los Angeles, Thompson 
admitted he would have loved to 
participate in a home Olympics 
and the extra benefits they offer 
to native athletes.

SPORTING history will unfold in the Forest from 
10.10am on Saturday, when the torch arrives in 
Lyndhurst. 

It will be carried from Bournemouth Road 
through the High Street and around the one-way 
system into Gosport Lane. 

The flame will then travel in convoy mode until 
it reaches Balmer Lawn in Brockenhurst, where 
torchbearers will then pick up the baton again 
from 10.25am. 

It will be carried along the A337 and into 
Brockenhurst College, which will host its own 
celebratory event. 

When the flame emerges from the college at 
10.55am, it will be paraded towards Lymington, 
finishing just before the level crossing at 11am. 

After travelling by convoy to Lymington, the 
route will take in Southampton Road, Queen 
Street and St Thomas Street, before heading into 
the High Street where hundreds are expected to 
gather to catch a glimpse of the flame. 

The relay through the Forest will come to a 
close at 11.36am, on Bridge Road. 

But residents will be able to party on into the 
afternoon, thanks to the Olympic Torch and 
Jubilympics Parade. 

Lion’s carnival chairman Ian Duncan said: 
“Hopefully, the sun will shine on us for Lymington 
and Pennington’s big day. It would be marvellous 
to think that everyone in the area would want to 
take part in this historical day for the town.” 

Torch-bearer Chris Clark, the Lymington 
angling expert, will lead the Jubilympics Parade, 
carrying his torch on top of the New Forest open 
top bus. 

The parade will start from Pennington Common, 
at 5.30pm, before reaching High Street at 
6.30pm. During the parade, Pennington Common 
will host a fun fair, which is set to remain open 
until 9.30pm.

BEST PLACES 
TO STAND: 


Organisers of the Olympic Torch 
relay in Southampton have offered 
advice to residents on the best 
places to watch the event. 

Families who want a great vantage 
point while avoiding the biggest 
crowds of the day are being urged to 
head to Hoglands Park or 
Queesnway, near the Holyrood 
Estate, which are set to be the 
quieter areas of the city during the 
relay. 

Southampton City Council chiefs 
have also recommended lining the 
streets of Marine Parade, near St 
Mary’s Stadium, where the torch will 
travel at about 6.28pm, just after it’s 
lap of the football pitch. 

Revellers looking for a more lively 
atmosphere can catch the relay 
along the QE2 Mile from Below Bar, 
where it will head east just short of 
Guildhall Square. 

Early risers will have a final 
opportunity to see the torch in a 
quieter atmosphere on Sunday, 
when it leaves Guildhall Square at 
6am. 


Stage 2 -loW, Saturday pm 


The torch will arrive on the Isle of Wight in 
Yarmouth, at 12.44pm, after crossing the 
Solent on board a Wightlink ferry. 

It will then begin its journey to The 
Needles Park, with the first torchbearer set 
to carry the flame from Colwell Road, in 
Totland, at 1.08pm. 

The route will see the 
flame carried through to 
York Lane, with 
torchbearers parading 
the torch around The 
Needles Park from 
1.27pm. 

During its visit to the 
park, the flame will be 
carried down the chairlift 
to the seafront, before 
returning to the top at 
1.58pm. 

At this point, the torch 
will travel in convoy to 
Yarmouth, where the 
next torchbearer will 
carry the flame on River 
Road, at 2.14pm. 

The flame will be carried through the town 
via Quay Street, Pier Street, the High Street, 
Baskett’s Lane, Tennyson Road and The 
Mount. 



At 2.23pm it will then be taken towards 
Carisbrooke, where the next torchbearer will 
carry the flame in Gunville Road, from 
2.38pm. 

Several torchbearers will parade the flame 
through Carisbrooke High Street and on 
through Newport town centre, heading down 
the High Street towards 
Coppins Bridge. 

From there, it will travel 
down Fairlee Road, to 
Medina College at 
3.17pm, to make a flying 
visit to the Isle of Wight 
Primary School Games. 

The final leg of the relay 
on the island will see the 
torch carried in convoy 
mode to Osborne House, 
in East Cowes. 

Here, a torchbearer will 
run through the grounds, 
before exiting on to The 
Avenue at 3.50pm. 

The flame will then be 
carried on to York Avenue and Well Road, 
before finishing its journey at Red Funnel’s 
vehicle yard, where it will board a vessel to 
Southampton. 
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Stages 3&4 - Southampton 

Saturday, July 14 pm & Sunday, July 15 am 



A RED Funnel ferry will 
bring the Olympic 
Flame into 

Southampton in a blaze 
of glory on Saturday 
evening. 

The torch is set to touch down at 
5.40pm, before beginning a four- 
mile tour of the city. 

The first torchbearers will take 
the flame through Dock Gate 7 and 
on to Bugle Street. 

It will then turn right onto the 
High Street, where hundreds are 
expected to gather to cheer the 
torch through Below Bar. 

At 5.46pm, the torch will pass East 
Street and then the Bargate, before 
reaching Above Bar at 5.49pm. 

Here, on the corner of the High 
Street and Pound Tree Road, is the 
site of the Coca Cola stop, which 
will be dishing out free drinks and 
laying on entertainment for the 
gathering crowds. 

The route will continue past 
Palmerston Park up towards 


Guildhall Square, where the 
Olympic Activity Village will be 
based, laying on a host of free activ¬ 
ities to allow youngsters to try their 
arm at a range of different sports. 

A right turn will see the route 
enter Civic Centre Road at 6.08pm, 
before turning right again onto 
Palmerston Road, to complete a cir¬ 
cuit of the park. 

The flame will pass through 
Hoglands Park at 6.10pm - another 
site that expected to prove popular. 

Torchbearers will then begin to 
head for St Mary’s Stadium, turning 
left onto Houndwell Place, before 
continuing on to Chapel Road. 

At 6.21pm, the flame will turn left 
into Granville Street and continue 
on to Melbourne Street, where the 
stadium will come into view. 

The torch is set to arrive inside St 
Mary’s at 6.25pm, where it will com¬ 
plete a lap of the pitch, during the 
Marcus Leibherr Memorial Cup 
ffootball. 

Following the lap of the pitch, the 
torch will rejoin the streets of 
Southampton on Belvidere Road at 


6.28pm, before continuing on to 
Marine Parade. 

The flame will travel back down 
Chapel Road, Evans Street and 
Houndwell Place, before turning 
left onto Queensway at 6.39pm. 

With Mayflower Park in sight, the 
route turns right onto Bernard 
Street and then left onto the bottom 
end of High Street, at 6.44pm. 

It will then turn right along Town 
Quay, before making its grand 
entrance in front of 15,000 revellers 
at the evening celebration, in 
Mayflower Park, at 6.49pm. 

The torch will stay in 
Southampton overnight, before 
leaving Guildhall Square at 6.05am 
on Sunday. 

It will travel down West Marlands 
Road, before entering Above Bar 
Street at 6.07am and onto London 
Road at 6.11am. 

Torchbearers will then parade the 
torch down The Avenue, before it 
enters convoy mode on route to 
Southampton Airport, ahead of a 
visit to the Channel Islands.

“There’s a lot of ability in the 
squad. 

“It’s a shame to lose the likes of 
Gareth Bale, Phil Jones and Chris 
Smalling to injury, as they would 
all have been key players, but it’s 
still a good squad. 

“The unknown is some of the 
other countries, though. They all 
take their junior international 
teams very seriously. 

“I remember the Australian 
boys I played with at 
Middlesbrough - people like 
Mark Viduka and Luke Wilkshire 
- all played in Olympic tourna¬ 
ments and saw it as a big part of 
their progression. 

“Lionel Messi made a big thing 
of making sure he was available 
for the last Olympics, and the top 
Brazilians are taking great pride 
in being involved this time. 

“Because we have never been in 
it over here, I don’t think we have 
realised the importance of the 
Olympic tournament.” 

Great Britain last fielded a team 
in the men's tournament at the 
Olympics in 1960, but will 
inevitably be installed among 
the favourites. 

However, so too will Brazil, 
who are yet to win the tour- \ 
nament but will head into 
their final warm-up fixture 
against Pearce’s men at

FORMER New Forest 
schoolgirl Bethany 

Woodward has been selected 
for the GB athletics 
Paralympics squad. 

The 19-year-old - born on 
Boxing Day 1992 - will com¬ 
pete in the T37 200m and 4 x 
100m relay events in 
London. 

Born in Sussex, 
Woodward, left, was brought 
up on the Hampshire/Dorset 
borders, going to school in 
Ringwood and to 
Brockenhurst College. Her 
family home is still on the 
edge of the New Forest. 

Woodward is one of 49 men 
and women chosen for the 
GB athletics squad. 

Also included is Olivia 
Breen, from Liphook in 
north Hampshire, who com¬ 
petes in the T38 100m and 
200m sprints. 

The 16-year-old recently 


returned from the 2012 
European Championships in 
Holland with two bronze 
medals. 

Woodward and Breen will 
make their Paralympic 
debut as part of a team 
which features a number of 
experienced track and field 
campaigners. 

The team includes double 
Beijing gold medallist David 
Weir, Stephen Miller, three¬ 
time Paralympic gold medal¬ 
list in the F32 Club Throw, 
and Tracey Hinton, a double 
gold medallist in the Til 
100m and 200m at the recent 
European Championships. 

Craig Hunter, Chef de 
Mission of ParalympicsGB, 
said: “This team has a 
promising balance of experi¬ 
ence and new, up-and-com- 
ing talent and I can’t wait to 
see how they perform in 
London.” 


UKA head coach Peter 
Eriksson said: “We’ve made 
a lot of changes since Beijing 
where we finished 18th over¬ 
all and that medal perfor¬ 
mance has been our bench¬ 
mark for progress ever 
since. 

“We had a hugely success¬ 
ful World Championships in 
January 2011 where we won 
38 medals and finished third 
in the medal table. 

“Now, in my third full year 
at UKA, we’re starting to see 
the gradual transition to a 
much more professional 
squad with a fantastic team 
spirit as well as having com¬ 
petent performers. 

“Overall the strength and 
depth of the squad has 
improved. 

“We’ve seen a tremendous 
increase in the number of 
new athletes coming into the 
sport.” 


GIGGS: WE'RE ALL 
GUNGFORGOLD! 


TEAM GB captain Ryan 
Giggs believes he may 
soon be adding an 
Olympic gold medal to 
his long list of honours. 

The 38-year-old Manchester 
United veteran has been named 
as skipper of the 18-man Olympic 
squad by manager Stuart Pearce. 

Giggs, one of three over-age 
players, will be making his first 
appearance at a major tourna¬ 
ment this summer after a lengthy 
and hugely successful club 
career. 

Among his team-mates are 
Saints midfielder Jack Cork and 
Basingstoke-born Manchester 
United colleague Tom Cleverley. 

Highly-decorated Giggs is 
proud to be representing Britain 
at the Games and believes he 
may well soon have another 
medal to add to his glittering col¬ 
lection. 

“We hope we can get gold,” he 
said. 

“That is what the players are 
hoping for. 

“The players are winners and 
want to do well. 

“You want that gold medal. 

“It is going to be tough because

a lot of the other nations have 
picked good players and have got 
good team. 

“It is going to be tough, but we 
have a good chance.” 

Giggs added: “It (the Olympics) 
is a unique experience and one 
from the start that I wanted to be 
part of when I got the opportuni¬ 
ty. 

“It just got more and more 
exciting as the Games got nearer 
and then when the squads were 
announced I was obviously real¬ 
ly, really proud to be involved.” 

Giggs, right, had been expected 
to feature for Team GB alongside 
former United team-mate David 
Beckham this summer, but the 
LA Galaxy midfielder was con¬ 
spicuous by his absence when 
the squad was unveiled. 

“It is disappointing for David, 
obviously not being involved," 
Giggs said of his omission. 

“As a friend I am disappointed 
for him but as a player you just 
get on with it and just try to 


enjoy the experience and that is 
what I am trying to do.” 

Giggs was also quick to turn 
attention back to football when 
asked about the politics sur¬ 
rounding Team GB. 

Much had been made of the 
reluctance of the Welsh, Scottish 
and Northern Irish associations 
to give their blessing to the uni¬ 
fied GB team. 

As it is, no players have been 
selected from Scotland or 
Northern Ireland, although five 
Welshman, including Giggs, 
have been included in 
Pearce’s 18-man squad. 

“All I have seen [is what is] 
in the press, really,” Giggs 
said. “As a player and a 
Welshman, I just wanted to 
involved. 

“We just wanted an opportu¬ 
nity to play for Great Britain 
in an Olympics on home 
turf, so it was a chance we 
couldn’t turn down. 

“It was one we’re excited 
about and if other people 
want to disagree with 
then that’s their prerog¬ 
ative, but I am excited 
and can’t wait.”

CRICKET REPORTER A 


YOU would think he has seen 
everything during his career, 
but Neil McKenzie admits he 
has never come across a bats¬ 
man like Glenn Maxwell before. 

The Hampshire duo have experi¬ 
enced contrasting fortunes with the 
bat in this year’s Friends Life t20. 

While McKenzie has struggled, 
Maxwell has hit Hampshrie’s fastest 
individual t20 half-centuries since 
the format began nine years ago. 

The Australian’s 22-ball fifty 
against Kent at Canterbury secured 
Hampshire their first t20 win of the 
season. 

And he went one better against 
Essex under the Chelmsford flood¬ 
lights, getting to 50 from 21 balls - 
including 30 in one over against slow 
left armer Tim Phillips. 

He has scored his 178 runs at 59.3 
and his 13 sixes have helped him to a 
strike rate of 178 (he has faced exact¬ 
ly 100 balls) that is only bettered by 
Matt Prior among the competition’s 
leading run scorers. 

McKenzie, 36, said: “I’ve never 
played with anyone who swings 
harder at the ball - there’ll be back 
issues coming up for him in the next 
couple of years! 

“He’s one of those guys where it’s 
all or nothing. I played golf with him 
the other day and he swings just as 
hard with his clubs! 

“He took out this three-wood and 
bombed it around. He’ll get an eagle 
on one hole then hit himself into the 
trees! 

“There’s no safe golf or golf finesse 
with him and that’s how he 
approaches his cricket.” 

McKenzie had never heard of 
Maxwell before this season. 

“I looked him up when Chalks said 
he was a possibility,” said 
McKenzie. “Dimi [Mascarenhas] 
had reports saying he would win us 
three or four games out of ten and 
he’s lived up to that. 

“He’s done really well. He’s young, 
confident and explosive and has 
turned games on their head. Not too 
many players would have had the 
confidence to to hit James Tredwell 
like he did during that Kent game or 
Tim Phillips at Essex last week.” 

Maxwell’s own off-spin has also 
proved a useful asset (of 







Hampshire's bowlers only 
Mascarenhas and Liam Dawson 
have a better economy rate than his 
7.30). 

“He reminds me of [South Africa 
t20 all-rounder] Roelof van der 
Merwe, he a bulldog who’s not your 
classic tweaker," McKenzie contin¬ 
ued. 

“He’s a fighter, he dives for every¬ 
thing. There are no ‘what-ifs’.” 

As well as being a big success on 
the field, Maxwell has also been a 
welcome addition off the field.

HAMPSHIRE batsman Heil 
McKenzie believes the 
retirement of Mark ‘Guinness’ 
Boucher is a massive loss to 
South Africa ahead of the forth¬ 
coming Test series against England. 

McKenzie played most of his 58 Tests alongside 
Boucher, who he has known since they played 
together for South Africa’s Under-19 side. 

The wicketkeeper-batsman suffered a lacerated 
eyeball when an Imran Tahir googly deflected off 
a bail during South Africa’s opening tour match 
against Somerset at Taunton on Monday. 

Thami Tsolekile, McKenzie's Highveld Lions 
teammate, has been called up as a replacement 
ahead of the first Test at The Oval on Thursday. 

But McKenzie admits Boucher’s gloves will be 
very difficult to fill. 

“I chatted to Mark via text the other day, he’s 
done proper damage and needs one or two more 
ops,” he said. 

“He’s seeing another specialist and hopefully he 
can get all of his vision back. He’s a good friend of 
mine and I’m thinking of him at this time. 

“They would have known when he went down 
for more than a few seconds that it was bad 

because he’s not one to over-dramatise injuries. 

“These things happen for a reason, they’re a 
test, but I’m thinking of him and hopefully he 
can get back playing first-class cricket. 
“This was going to be his last tour so 
his big focus was on this Test series 
but he wants to play at least two 
more years for the Cape Cobras. 
“He was really looking forward 
to playing in a more relaxed 
atmosphere with less travelling 
and let’s hope he can still do 
that, 

“I hope to see him continue 
to play for at least another 
couple of years.” 

With the injury threaten¬ 
ing his vision, Boucher 
announced his retirement 
from international cricket 
on Tuesday. 

“It was a freak 
accident,” said

McKenzie. “Mark’s been a big guy for wearing 
sunglasses which would have saved him, but it 
was probably overcast. 

“He’s been quite lucky with injuries till now. 
He’s cut his finger with a biltong knife and hurt 
his toe from a yorker but that’s all I can remem¬ 
ber. He’s been a stalwart.” 

Boucher played the first of his 147 Tests back in 
1997, a few years after South Africa’s return to 
international competition, post-apartheid. His 
selection ahead of Nic Pothas turned out to be 
Hampshire’s gain as well as his country's. 

“He’s shown he’s a serious player by playing for 
a top nation for over a decade,“ continued 
McKenzie. 

“They call him ‘Guinness’ because he’s been 
involved in so many records! 

“When you look at footage of Allan Donald tak¬ 
ing his 300th Test wicket it was Boucher behind 
the stumps. 

“And there he is catching when you see a docu¬ 
mentary of Makhaya Ntini. 

“South Africa have not just lost a keeper-batter, 
they’ve lost a powerhouse. You just knew when 
the chips were down at nothing for five that he 
was the best man to pull you out of the rubbish. 

“We had some good partnerships, he was always 
positive and taking it to the opposition. 

“He’s a huge part of South Africa’s make up so 
he’s a big loss but let’s hope he can get his sight 
back and his health.” 

So does Boucher’s absence swing the battle for 
the Basil D’Oliveira Trophy in England's favour? 

“It was very finely balanced in terms of the per¬ 
sonnel, the only difference being the leg spinner 
[Tahir] to the offie [Graeme Swann],“ Mckenzie 
continued. 

“Although he’s a seriously good, natural talent, 
Thami’s got a long way to go to be as good as 
Boucher. 

“His batting has really come on since he’s moved 
to the Lions but AB [De Villiers] might keep so 
they can pick JP Dummy as an extra batting and 
off-spin option.”

The Ageas Bowl final was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to be next 
Thursday evening but the Premier 
League immediately realised that 
wouldn’t happen and re-arranged 
for Thursday August 2. 

With the quarter-finals still to be 
finished - only Totton & Eling have 
so far made it through to the semi’s 
- August 2 now won’t be on the cal¬ 
endar either! 

“We plan to discuss various 
options with the Ageas Bowl, who 
have been very helpful, but all the 
time it keeps raining and our ties 
our postponed, there is not much 
we can do,” said SPL chairman Paul 
Thompson. 

The Premier League’s problems 
are compounded by the SPL being 
nominated to host the Area Finals 
on Sunday August 5 - Hursley 


Park’s ground at The Quarter’s 
being the venue. 

By some means - and it may come 
to pulling a name out of a hat - the 
SPL will have to find a club to play 
in the national competition, which 
Bournemouth won under the gaze 
of the Sky Sports television cam¬ 
eras three years ago. 

“It’s a nightmare scenario - one 
totally out of our hands,” 
Thompson added.

The local Southern Electric 
Premier League pair weren’t alone 
in losing their fifth-round tie to the 
weather. 

“Only one tie across the entire 
county was played,” confirmed 
ECB competitions manager Aaron 


Campbell, who has adopted a flexi¬ 
ble approach to the problems virtu¬ 
ally all clubs are facing. 

“Conditions are so bad in some 
parts of the UK that I’m giving clubs 
another week’s latitude, so if this 
Sunday is called off, then they can 
re-arrange on July 22. 

“But that really is the cut-off 
point, as I need to have the quarter¬ 
finals set in place to be played on 
July 29.”

Wettest summer on record 

leaves dubs in financial mire

THE country’s wettest summer 
in history has plunged recre¬ 
ational cricket even deeper into 
financial turmoil. 

The wet start to the season, which 
led to widespread postponements in 
early May, put most clubs in trou¬ 
ble before a ball was barely bowled 
in anger. 

Now the situation has become 
worse, with the constant bad 
weather decimating more than 
one-third of the local league pro¬ 
gramme. 

This week’s heavy rain, which 
accompanied thunder and light¬ 
ning, has left grounds waterlogged 
once again. 

Locally, the ECB Southern 
Electric Premier and Hampshire 
Leagues are bracing themselves for 
a second consecutive mass weekend 
washout - and their member clubs 
being plunged deeper into the finan¬ 
cial mire. 

No cricket means no match fees 
coming in, no tea money, no bar 
takings. 

INSURANCE 

“But we still have large bills to 
pay,” says Lymington treasurer 
Tony Wharton, one of numerous 
unpaid officials across the region 
wrestling with the problem of try¬ 
ing to make ends meet. 

“Our income is down on last year 
by approximately 30 per cent but 
just because the cricket gets called 
off, that doesn’t mean we can forego 
huge expenditure items like insur¬ 
ance premiums, which as we’ve 
pointed out before are far higher for 
sports clubs than, say, a policy for 
your own home. 

“Buying cricket balls is another 
sizeable outlay, in addition to pay¬ 
ing sizeable affiliation fees. 

“Not to mention the £4,000 rent we 
have to pay each summer to the 
Lymington Town Council for using 
the Sports Ground and the third 
team pitch at Woodside. 

“It is all money that has to be 
found and we’re doing all we can by 
arranging social events at the club, 
but if people aren’t playing cricket 
you lose touch and organising 
things is doubly difficult.” 

Southern Electric Premier League 
rivals Bashley (Rydal), whose 
ground has been virtually water¬ 
logged for the past month, reckon 
they are over £5,000 down on gross 
income. 

“We’ve had precious little cricket 
at the BCG in recent weeks, so our 
income has taken a terrible hit,” 
points out chairman John Neal. 

“We’ve spent a lot of money 


enhancing our off-field facilities 
too.” 

Playing-wise, Bashley are among 
the bigger clubs in the area. 

“We run five Saturday sides - one 
in the Premier League and four oth¬ 
ers in the Hampshire League - and 
that’s a very expensive operation. 

“So, when we don’t play, that 
equates to a lot of lost income in 
terms of match fees and money 
going across the bar,” Neal added. 

“Fortunately, we are a cricket 
club with players who treat the 
BCG as a place to come back to after 
matches and spend Saturday 
evenings there. 

“A lot of clubs aren’t like that.” 

In the north of the county, Hook & 
Newnham Basics’ ground at the 
King George V Field is also water¬ 
logged - with no cricket likely to 


take place there in the foreseeable 
future. 

“Take a few steps on to our out¬ 
field and water comes up over your 
shoes,” said frustrated Hook cricket 
manager Keith Lovelock. 

£7,000 DOWN 

“We’ve really copped it badly and 
I honestly reckon we’re as much as 
£7,000 down on last year in terms of 
money coming into the club. 

“We’d expect to gross about 
£10,000 by the start of July, but the 
last set of figures we produced that 
figure was only £3,000.” 

The bad weather has not only hit 
weekend league cricket - but the 
future of every club: the junior sec¬ 
tions. 


“In the past Thursday evenings 
has been colts training night at 
Hook - and virtually every other 
club like us,” Lovelock said. 

“Parents and grandparents come 
to the ground with their offsprings 
and it’s very much a club junior 
social night, with adults enjoying a 
drink and a chat at the bar - and 
spending money. 

“It’s been one of our main money 
raising ventures, but this season 
we’ve had just three colts evenings 
- and now the junior league season 
is effectively at an end, before it has 
realistically begun. 

“That not the end of the problem 
because, no matter what efforts we 
make, kids between nine and, say, 
15 years of age have plenty of other 
counter-attractions and it doesn’t 
take much for them to lose interest 


in a game they can’t play because it 
is too wet.” 

The appalling weather and the 
absence of cricket has left players 
and groundsmen frustrated - but 
club treasurers with a massive 
problem: just how to pay the bills? 

Premier League treasurer Adrian 
Poole points out that, on average, 
adult members pay between £8 and 
£10 for a Saturday afternoon game 
of cricket - let’s say £100 per team - 
and put money over the bar after¬ 
wards. 

“You’ve got to remember also that 
the majority of grounds - and bars - 
are only open during the summer 
and are shut for the other seven 
months of the year, so every match 
that is cancelled really hurts. 

“We mustn’t forget either there is 
rent to be paid and, where clubs 
own and maintain their own 
grounds, equipment and machinery 
has to be purchased and money 
spent on the upkeep of clubhouses, 
pavilions and squares. 

WORRYING SCENARIO 

“For an amateur, recreational 
sport, which effectively lives from 
hand to mouth, it continues to be a 
very worrying scenario indeed,” he 
said. 

Unlike winter sports like hockey, 
rugby and soccer where postponed 
league matches are simply re¬ 
arranged later in the season, there 
is no such contingency plan for 
cricket. 

“Once a fixture is lost, that is it. 
The league season only lasts 17 or 
18 weeks - effectively four months - 
so there is no room to replay any¬ 
thing - and recoup lost income,” Mr 
Poole added. 

The bad weather has not only hit 
league cricket, but also affected and 
delayed numerous twenty20 knock¬ 
out competitions. 

The Premier Leagues Southern 
Electric t20, which is climaxed by a 
floodlight Ageas Bowl final, is cur¬ 
rently marooned at the quarter¬ 
final stage, with little of hope of two 
finalists emerging by August 2, 
when the main event is due to take 
place. 

Similarly, the midweek evening 
competitions run in Basingstoke, 
the New Forest and Winchester are 
way behind schedule, with scant 
prospect of any ties being played in 
the coming week.

FRANNY TAKES UP QK REINS 


QK SOUTHAMPTON have 
replaced former manager 
Patrick McManus with Franny 
Biddleston who spent last sea¬ 
son running the reserve team. 

McManus, who left earlier this 
summer for Southern League outfit 
Winchester City, led QK to second 
place in last season’s Puma 
Engineering Hampshire Premier 
League. The club failed to take their 
place in the Sydenhams Wessex 
League after being refused entry 
because of ground grading reasons, 
writes GARY PETERS. 

Club secretary Don Campbell said 
they had decided to promote from 
within after assessing their options. 
“Franny was running the second 
team and after looking at the 
options we decided he would be the 
best appointment. He knows the 
players,” he said. 

With Biddleston now in charge, 
Campbell is hopeful of another suc¬ 
cessful season.

“We’re hoping to have a similar 
squad size - which is 32 players to 
operate two teams.” 

The grading reasons on which QK 
failed last season were, according to 
Campbell, “essentially the position 
and state of the changing rooms”. 

“The clarity and guidance on the 
grading compliance wasn’t the best, 
but we continue to be ambitious,” 
he said. “It is difficult to make the 
jump up the leagues and these are 
challenging times. We welcome any 
support which can help us get that 
extra kick and achieve promotion.” 

QK Southampton kick off the new 
season with a home match against 
Sporting Bishop’s Waltham on 
August 11. They are also one of four 
teams from the PEHPL to have been 
chosen to compete in the Russell 
Cotes Cup - the others being 
Liphook, Locks Heath and AFC 
Stoneham.
